Accord- 
ing to a tradition of this femily the Rev. Henry Pratt was a 
son of John who either he or his father was a Frenchman that 
bore the name Platt and fled from France during a political 
upheaval into Sngland and became armour bearer to the Hnglish 
monarch and that his name was later changed to Pratt as both 
names have the same meaning, a flat level surface or meadow. 
Phineas was thought to te a brother or relative of Joshua and 
Mathew Pratt"; but there seems to be no proof of this. 


2e Joshua Pratt some of whose descendants are the subject 
of this book came from England in the "Good Ship Anne" in 1623 
and settled in Plymouth, Mass. 


S5-e In the "Family History of Mathew Pratt" in the Geneal- 
ogy Library of Boston, Mass. is the following record: “Mathew 
Pratt was related to Joshua Pratt who settled in Plymouth -- 
and to Phineas Pratt who settled in Weymouth but afterwards 
in Plymouth and. Charleston. These three pilgrims are spoken of 
as. probable brothers by the historian, though this relationship 
cannot be established positively. They were all heads of large 
families, sons and daughters who settled in Plymouth, Weymouth, 
Charleston, Middleburro, Bridgewater, Haston, Trenton and 
guincy".

SIMON NWawCOMB (7) PRATT was of English descent through 
twenty or more lines of New BGngland ancestors. His emigrant an- 
cestors were nearly all in Massachusetts in 1640 or earlicr. 

Their names were: Joshua Pratt, Henry Cobb, James Hurst, 
‘John Dunham, John Faunce, John Irish, John Holmes, Jonn Washburn, 
William Sherman, walter Joodward, Giles Rickard, sr., Gcorge 
Morton, (7s. tiartha .Ford, and probably villiam Snow and Peter 
Brown, all of Piymouthn Colony... Also William Mead, William 
Potter, Robert Heusted, Richard Hardy, all of stamford, Conn., 
-and Walter Butler of Greenwich, Connecticut. 


Mrs Pratt*s ancestral lines are not all traced to the em- 
igrant ancestor. Among his New England forebears were fifteen 
wives whose maiden names have not been discovered. The parent- 
age is not known of his ancestor, Edward Stevens, who came to 
Marshfield, Mass., about 1665, and married a daughter of William

It was 1 discouraging Sight that met young Joshua Pratt, 


and Jonn-lMorton and John #aunce, two others of: our ancestors, 
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when the ship Anne landed them at Plymouth on that dry hot 
summer's day of 1623. The charter was held by the London 
Company to the land, the settlers were to work together ona 
cooperative plan and were not at first permitted to owm the 
land they cleared and cultivated. ‘The products of the soil 
Were to be shared by all the colonists and the company in 
London was to share in the profits of the undertaking; but so 
long as this socialistic plan was followed the seitlers scarce- 
ly procuced enough to feed themselves. Then, the London 
Company decided to grant to each settler a tract of land to be 
his to cultivate for himself and family. The wives went into 
the friclds to help their husbands; homes were built and the 
Settlers vrospered. While cies could not claim the land as 
their om as the title was still held by the company in London; 
yet it was theirs to cultivate and to use as the product of 
their toil. 


Joshua Pratt probably received his tract of land along 
with’ the others on which he built his log cabin in which he 
Lived with Bathsheba, his wife, and in which his three 
children, Hannah, Benajah, and Jonathan were. born and when he 
died in 1656 his estate amounted to 22 pounds, % shillings 
ana “216 pence; a Little over $110.00; but no real estate is 
mentioned. in his inventory. 


Josnua left neo wills but we know he lived and diced in 
the owns “of Plymouth, “Saass. “In addition to’ his being a 
Surveyor ne seems to nave been a Weaver as in the inventory 
of his estate Jamcs Cole owed him 3 pounds and 4 shillings for 
weaving.
